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CALAMITY HOWLERS 





“Isn’t it about time,” recently asked 
the New York Tribune, “for chronic 
calamity howlers to cheer up and 
jcein the rest of us in enjoying life?” 
The reference of the New York paper 
is mostly to prices, concerning which 
there were a few months ago the 
most doleful predictions—not one of 
which has been fulfilled. Potatoes 
were to sell at $20 a barrel, sugar 
at 50 cents a pound, and eggs at $3 
a dozen. Even with these prices the 


farmers would be suined “because 
farm labor would be so scarce and 
raw material needed by the farmer 


would be so high as to bring bank- 
ruptey right up to the woodshed 
door.” Potatoes have fallen in price, 
and sugar is selling at 16 cents a 
pound. The Tribune says: 

“When the flow of natural trade is 
not coerced by artificial conditions 
the old firm of Supply & Demand con- 
tinues to do business in the old 
reliable way. Finally, good news out 
of the west; Kansas, for example, 
reporting the most wonderful wheat 
crop in its history.” 

That labor is doing better than 
ever before is known to all men. 
Wages are high and men are gener- 
ally employed. Only the other day 
the great woolen mills reopened. In 
some cases there has been a slack- 
ening of demand due to the refusal of 
people to buy at what they thought 
to be unreasonable prices. Some 
shrinkage has been noticed, due to 
the movement of the business world 
back to more normal conditions. But 
surveying the whole field, the people 
of the United States are remarkably 
prosperous, and they surely have 
every reason to be contented. Au- 
thorities have said, too, that there is 
no reason to anticipate any serious 
trouble in the near future. So fhere 
is much to be thankful for.“ Also 
there is a responsibility resting on all 
our people that they ought to be 
glad to meet—since it is to their in- 
terest to do so. We still need to 
remember that the larger the pro- 
duction, the greater will be our pros- 
perity, and the more reasonable our 
prices. Surely there is now no place 
in the United States for the calamity 
howler.—Azusa Pomotropic.

THE SIMPLE LIFE 








IN POLITICS 


President Faunce of Brown Uni- 
versity, inveighing in his baccalau- 
reate sermon against ‘* a life nearly 
swamped by committees, societies, 
campaigns, drives,” etc., made a plea 
for a revival of simplicity in living, 
saying: “Let us cease to rely on gov- 
ernment to do our thinking for us, to 
cure our diseases, to solve our prob- 
lems and bring peace on earth to men 
of ill-will. The task is impossible. We 
must travel away from mechanism to 
spontaneous action.” 

These, of course, are altogether 
old-fashioned ideas, yet there may be 
some old-fashioned Americans to 
whom they will appeal. It was a 
quite prevalent doctrine in the early 
days of the country and was under- 
stood by the framers of the Consti- 
tution that government existed chief- 
ly to maintain law and order and pro- 
tect the life and property of citizens. 
It was not conceived of as an agency 
to amuse people when they were well 
and cure them when sick or provide 
them with a livelihood. Something 
was then left to the individual to do 
in working out his salvation, and 
congress and other legislatures had 
not taken that function on  them- 
selves. 

To revert to this primitive state 
of things, as the Brown president 
suggests, would necessitate the scrap- 
ping of a very elaborate and expen- 
sive political mechanism and_inci- 
dentally compel large numbers of 








citizens to do honest day’s work. But 
there are good reasons to _ believe 
that the country would fare better 
under it than it has fared under the 
political nostrums of the last half 
century. 


THE CANNERIES A GODSEND 


Few people appreciate the commu- 
Inity service of the canning industry 
in the Pacific Coast states. 

Where manufacturing and payrools 
are still almost a minus quantity this 
industry is very important. 

It not only makes a market for 
waste and surplus fruit and vegetable 
products but develops agriculture. 

Garden tracts, irrigated lands and 
small acreages are built up and many 
new tracts are cleared. 

Real community development is 
based largely on soil production and 
the employment of family labor.

FEWER CROSSING ACCIDENTS 

The field of railroad operation is 
growing less hazardous and the grade 
crossing safer to the public according 
to interesting statistics assembled by 
R J. Clancy, assistant to the general 


|manager in charge of safety for the 


Southern Pacific Company. 

The “Stop—Look—Listen” campaign 
inaugurated by the road and _ fol- 
lowed up persistently has brought 
about a reduction in grade crossing 
in the face of a large in- 
crease in the number of automobiles 
in use in the territory traversed by 
the Southern Pacific lines. Whereas 
in the first six months of 1918 there 
were 23 people killed and 85 injured 
at grade crossings, during the same 
period in i919 there were 14 killed 
and 80 injured and for the first six 
months of this year fatalities were 
reduced to 13 and 61 injuries. 

This achievement in accident pre- 
vention is regarded particularly note- 
worthy in view of the fact that about 
two-thirds of the mileage of the 
Southern Pacific is in territory where 
climatic conditions permit motoring 
every day in the year and the range 
of automobiles per capita of popula- 


tion is among the highest in the 
United States. California rivals all 
states, having now about one-tenth 
of all the automobiles in the country.

commission for the first six months 
of the years noted shows:

Under the care of Miss Jessie 
Brown, who organized games, con- 
tests, and races of various sorts, the 
grounds were open through July and 
Angust, and while the attendance 
was not so great as the association 
had expected, those who did go en- 
joyed themselves very much; and 
weer glad of the privilege. 

Another result of the talks during 
the winter is the establishment this 
year at the 18th street school of a 
special room, As Mrs. Allen is to 
speak on this subject in a few min- 
ntes there is no need to go further 
iuto the idea than to say that she is 
well qualified to be the leader of 
such work, and the P. T. A. is heart 
uno soul with her in the furtherance 
of the plan. 

Although the local chapter works 
lirst for its own needs, the idea car- 
ries us on to what we can do for tke 
children who have no one to look af- 
ter them. We have not the probleus 
in Wpland that confront the people im 
the larger cities, but while we _ re- 
member with jiey our children who 
run off to school with well nourished 
tedies, the prospect of a good time 
and of a happy return, we should 
also think of the hundreds and hun- 
dreds of children who leave dirty, 
unventilated houses, with practically 
no breakfast, and not much chance 
ef dinner, who live among coarse 
sufroundings, with little or no love cr 
sympathy shown them. 

Those are the ones our fifteen 
cents a year help. Teachers aud 
leaders are sent to those homes to 
shew the mothers how to keep them- 
selves and their children clean, happ, 
and healthy. By doing our. share tu- 
wards solving other’ people's s  prob- 
lems along these lines, our own will 
come out the more easily. 

Any one at all interested in the re- 
lationship of the school to the coia- 
nunity, and in children in general, 
is very cordially invited to join the 
Parent Teachers Association of the 
Upland Grammar Schools.
